Revolutionary Pulse looks set to change the way we view electric motorcycles 



A group of irritatingly 
intelligent students 
from the Eindhoven 
University Of Technology will 
undertake an epic task next 
year. Their all-electric, two- 
wheeled Franken-bike - 
the Storm Pulse - will attempt 
to circumnavigate the globe 
in 8o days without emitting 
a single gram of nasty stuff 
from the tailpipes or blowing 
up in a giant, fiery ball of 
disaster. 

The madcap machine you 



see in front of you is powered 
by a rather natty removable 
battery system that's easily 
charged in around seven hours 
from a standard wall socket. 

But these individual cells 
can also be removed and 
rapidly replaced on the go, 
meaning the intrepid explorers 
won't have to stop and plug in 
their bikes while traversing a 
particularly barren slice of 
eastern Europe, for example. 

Maartje Verhoek, 
sponsorship manager of the 



Storm Pulse project, says she 
hopes the bike will make people 
realise that electric motoring 
can be cool, fun and take you 
a long way. 

But - and this is way more 
telling - she also thinks that 
the funky battery cells could 
be stocked in traditional petrol 
stations, so future electric 
bikers could simply pull up, 
swap the cells and drive off, 
without worrying about 
charging times.

It's an impressive feat of 
engineering, one that's made 
even more remarkable when 
you consider it was designed 
and built by a bunch of 
snakebite-swilling students. 
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It will cost you a staggering £121,770 to bag one of BMW’s 
fire-breathing M4 GTS models, but for that huge outlay 
you will get what looks to be the most ferocious M car ever 
made.

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W hen you think 
of Italy's mafia 
powerhouses, you 
usually look no further than 
the Cosa Nostra, whose crimes 
inspired The Godfather trilogy. 

But this once untouchable 
outfit's influence has waned in 
recent years, allowing a new 
group - the 'Ndrangheta - to 
take its place at the top. Now 
the Italian authorities are after 
a gang bigger than the Cosa 
Nostra and richer than 
McDonald's. Meet the most 
secretive mafia on the planet... 



The early days 

The gang's name only reached 
a wider audience when 
mentioned by an Italian writer 
in 1955, and until 1975 the 
secretive mobsters kept their 
business operations to the 
Calabria region of Italy. 

From 1973 until 1991 it was 
involved in bloody wars, as well 
as the kidnapping of John Paul 
Getty III, whose grandfather 
was one of Europe's richest 
men. Oilman Getty at first 
refused to pay for his safe 
return, but ended up forking 
out $2. 9m after the gang cut 
off one of his grandson's ears. 

To end the war, the families 
involved became members of 
a superordinate division called 
La Provincia, as suggested by 
Cosa Nostra. Eventually the 
group began to invest in the 
international drugs trade. 

Building an empire 

After a crackdown from the 



authorities, the Cosa Nostra's 
activities were restricted to 
infiltrating local businesses to 
extort money, which gave the 
'Ndrangheta its chance to 
emerge from the underworld 
and flourish as an illegal 
organisation globally. 

Only known for its activities 
in Calabria, the group soon 
successfully infiltrated Milan. 
Owing its power to its cocaine 
trafficking and close ties with 



South American cartels, it was 
soon able to build a presence 
across the whole of Italy. 

This was largely due to 
it taking advantage of Italy's 
ever-growing cocaine 
consumption. Between 2007 
and 2008, the usage in Milan 
alone had grown by 27 per 
cent. In 2010 it had increased 
by 40 per cent. It's now 
estimated that one in six people 
in Milan snorts cocaine on a

paramilitary leaving his house 
in Calabria. Hidden in a secret 
bunker, he was found after an 
extensive search of his 
property. Eventually, more 
than 300 gang members were 
arrested across the world. 

Busteil 

In July 2015, enough evidence 
had been collected on the gang, 
and even US undercover 
officers were sent in to infiltrate 
the transatlantic business of 
the mob. Italian police issued 
41 more arrest warrants and 
seized 1,500 betting shops, 82 
gambling websites, 45 Italian 
companies and another 11 
businesses on foreign soil 
worth close to £l.5bn. 

While it was found the 
companies were most likely 
not profitable, they were used 
by the gang to recycle a huge 
amount of '^irty money^^ which 
they reinvested in legitimate 
enterprise. And although the 
£l.5bn is a small dent in the 
'Ndrangheta's business, it has 
proven a massive boost for the 
Anti-Mafia taskforce. 



regular basis and much of this 
can be attributed to Europe’s 
new drug-trafficking 
superpower: the ’Ndrangheta. 

The group’s members 
started to use their emerging 
influence to do business with 
local public officials, obtaining 
contracts in exchange for 
delivering votes for political 
campaigns. It was alleged that 
the government of Milan’s 
former Mayor, Letizia Moratti, 
was heavily infiltrated by the 
criminal organisation, despite 
her publicly denying it on more 
than one occasion. 

However, it was later 
discovered their political 
connections had allowed 
them to muscle in on high- 
profile contracts such as 
high-speed railways and the 
Milan-Venice highway. 

The peak 

As the gang’s illicit profits 
reached its highest level, with 
€20bn coming from illegal 
rubbish disposal alone and 
another €24bn from drug 



trafficking, the authorities 
decided to step in - and 
launched a national 
Anti-Mafia taskforce 
to bring down the 
’Ndrangheta. However, 
the group carried on 
using financial donations 
to convince corrupt 
politicians to cover for 
them. By 2014 its global 
income was €5Sbn. 



The cops move in 

At the height of its success, 
cracks started to appear 
between different factions 
of the group. One shocking 
moment in 2007 brought 
them under the international 
spotlight. 

Six Italian men, thought to 
be part of rival ’Ndrangheta 
clans, were massacred in 
Germany while leaving a 
birthday party. This led to 
the Italian officials launching 
a crackdown on ’Ndrangheta 
operations.

Developed during his time at Mainz, 
Klopp's favoured style of play is dubbed 
''gegenpressing'’. It's a high-pressure 
counter-attacking style which relies on 
getting enough men around the ball as 
soon as possession is lost. Where it differs 
from the style developed by Pep 
Guardiola at Barcelona is what Klopp's 
side does once they win possession back: 
play the ball forward immediately, and 
sprint into open spaces as your opponent 
shifts from attack to defence. 
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There’s nothing more important to The 
Normal One than scoring. Every goal is 
special and should be treated as such. 

At Dortmund, he would show his players 
photos of Barcelona goal celebrations to 
demonstrate how they celebrated each as 
though it was their first. He saw that as 
the most important lesson coming out of 
Camp Nou. 



A training ground manager, Klopp likes 
to focus sessions on controlling space and 
positioning yourself to influence the 
opposition while out of possession.

^^He likes to put in everything and he asks 
the players for the same. Be very intense, 
and be aggressive with yourself is what 
he’s been saying,” said Lucas. 





Klopp has already stressed a number of 
times the team’s stability comes from a 
good defence. And while being a massive 
exponent of attacking football, he also 
sets his teams up to defend in numbers. 
Without the ball, his Dortmund side 
would drop back from 4-2-3-1 to 4-4-1-1, 
denying space with two banks of four.
